President Rooaevolt and Premier CliuKiilll 
have long wanted to have Premier Stalin alt 
. in on policy conferences, not including that 

■ of Quebec which the Soviet leader could not 
well have attended unless he Is ready now to 

; establish a se/ond front of hla own against 
Jnpat), , 

For his own reasons, which we can assume 
to bO good, Stalin has chosen not lo become a 
full member of the United Nations' supreme 
council. Mr. Churchill saya bluntly that he 
and the President have been and arc wUllnB 
to "undertake further Immense Journeys" for 
(hes.ifce of sitting down with StoJIn ond taJk- 
ing tilings over. Could he do more? 

With etiual frankness he has gone further 
along that line, and has said that he and the 
President would like to have Russia partlcl- . 
pate In political decisions arising out of 
jlnglo- American -victories In the Mediter- 
ranean. 

As. tor the second front, Mr. Churchill con- 
cedes freely that Premier Stalin la justified 
In seeking, In every possible way, to induce 
Great Britain and,the United States to lake 
more of the weight of German arms oft the 
SovletJ ;. . "■ ■, 1 I ' ■ ' 

But' we. on our part, must consider Ihc 
long-run possibilities. Of what avail would It 
be to open a second front In western Europe 
before we are ready, take the burden off Rus- 
.sla temporarily, and then, suffering a fatal 

■ dcfenl because of Impatience, lose the war we 
now are winning? 

The time for the second front that Stalin 
asks from us Is nearlng, Just as the time for 
the second front that we are not a.'iklng from 
Slalhi. but that would be Immensely valuable 
to both Great Britain and the United States 
—a Russian front ngalnst Japan— may come 
some day. 

We have not Invaded western Europe be- 
cause we were not yet physically capable of 
handling that assignment with reasonable 
prospects of success. Stalin has not taken on 
Japa». presumably, because be cannot handle 
two fronts at once. 

Both ot us must be motivated by sound 
military Judgment, Neither of us can be ex- 
pected to move until. In the words of Mr, 
Churchill, "we arc satisfied that there Is a 
good prospect of continuing success and that 
our soldiers' lives are expended In accordance 
with sound military plans and not squan- 
dered for political consideration of any sort." 
■Wc do not reproach ■ Stalin for following 
(hat course In connection with Nippon, much 
as wc would like to have a bomber base 
aroimtl VIndlvGstok, about 550 air miles from 
Tokyo. 



HIS MEMORY ERRS 

The Japs having been driven out of the 
Aleutians, at long last, President Roosevelt 
takci occasloa to g/be at those who, he says, 
wanted the allies to "withdraw from the At- 
lantic to the Mediterranean campaigns and 
divert all our vast combined strength to the 
removal of the Japs from a few locky specks 
In the North Pacific." . 

Timt Is not quite the way 1* was. No sane 
person proposed that the Atlantic and Med- 
iterranean campaigns be given up, or de- 
layed, A lot of us did urge that those "few 
rocky specks In the North Pacific" gave Japan 
a position of enormous nuisance value. With 
this the army and the nayy agreed. Wc 
spent many North American lives taking bacJt

The more American dollars that go into superior equipment, the less American blood 
is going to redden foreign soil.
